The At he ns -Clarke County Library Board met on Monday afternoon, January 3,1962, 
at the nsv location of the Dunbar Branch Library, 196 V, Washington. 

Members present were: Troutman ¥11 son, Richard Bloodworth, Uly Dunn, Mrs. F.H. 
Mendenhall, ^iss Uatalie Bocock, Mrs. Trank Dudley and Sarah Maret. Also 
present were the Negro Librarian, Pauline Cobb and the Library Consultant, 

Mr a. June Cawthon. 

The Chaiman gave a brief report as to how the library happened to move from 

its quarters on Reece Street to the present location. He reported that 

Mayor Wells had made the move possible by increasing the library’s budget by 
$ 600.00 from the city to take ears of ono-Ealf of the added expenses incurred 
in rent. An additional $630.10 would bo sought from the Clarke County Cottusiss ioni 
srs to taka care of the other half. He reported, that rent for .the building 

was $153.00 per month. By giving up the Reece Street location, we would have 

$53.00 per upnth to apply on the rent and by Sieving our property from the 
storage room on College Ave . , we would have au additional $25.00 per month, 

These .moves, he reported, would more than take care of the added expense 
in having the library located at the Washington Street building. 

It was moved by -c-, Blbcdworth and seconded by Mr. Dunn that the action taken 

by the Chairman in having the library moved be ratified by the Board. Motion 

was carried. 

Mr. Dunn noted that the lighting was poor in the building and that some st*p3 
should be taken ^0 irnpova it. He said that he had some light fixtures 

at his store which he would be glad to give to the library. Also he reported 

that the Board of education had some children's tabled and chairs which were 
not in use and he would see if the library might have these. 

After looking over the new quarters, the Library Board voiced its approval 
of the moving of the Dunbar Library to this location.

After some discussion, Mr, iloodvorth moved that 
Chairman Wilson notify the Chairman of Urban Renewal that the library 
Hoard wishes to retain its present location for the ltbri-ry, Motion wag 
seconded by Mrs. Dudley. Motion carried. 

It was pointed out by the librarian that the library is in very grave need 

for additional space. The Chair ran r snorted that at the appropriate time 

plans for a county bond election for the library would be n.ade, 

Mrs. Me ndfinha 1 1 reported t ha t she and Miss *%r e t represented Chairman 
Wilson at a meeting of th? Georgia Citizens Library Cos. .Jttee held in 
Atlanta on Friday, May U at the rleart of Atlanta Motel. Mr. Wilson is 
a. meitber of the Executive Board of the state-wide com*! tts» .

The Athone-Clarke County Library Board met at the Regional Library on 
Thursday afternoon, December 13 ,1962, at 5 p.ra. 

Present were: Troutcan Vilaon , Marvin Perry, V.W.Vier, Thoa»s H, Milner, Jr. , 
Mrs . 7, H, Mendenhall, Mrs. J,B, Neighbors and Sarah Karat, 

Minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 

- Chair win Wilson reported that he, Mrs . Robert Stephens, Mrs. dussey Downs 
and Sarah Miret attended a Trustees Workshop and luncheon In Rlberton on 
September 23, at the home of Mrs, J, V, Wilif ord. He reported that a good meeting 
was held with Mrs, Raymond a. Young, president of the American Library Trustees 
association in charge of the workshop. In one of the group meetings Mr. Wilson 
served as a discussion loader. 

The Director distributed the library report for HevembeT to the members and 
called attention to the plans which are underway in Qglethorep and Madison 
Counties to secure new library buildings. The Oglethorpe County Library 
Board is working to secure federal funds, while Madison County Is cooperating 
with the Madison County American Legion to secure funds to add a new wing to 
the present building. 

The Board discussed briefly the possibility of a bond issue for a new 
building in Clarke County. 

The budget for 1963 was discussed. As no increases in salaries for staff 
members were provided for In the budget and as several staff menhir a had asked 
for increases in salary, the chairman appointed a committee to study salaries 
in the budget. This committee wae composed of Mr, Milner, chairian, Mr, tfier and 
Mr. Perry, Mrs. Neighbors moved that the committee be empowered to give raises 
in salaries if funds could be found to do so in the present framework of the 
budget. Motion was seconded by Mrs, Mendenhall. Motion carried. 

It was moved by Hr. Wier that the budget be approved. Motion was seconded 
by Mr, Neighbors. Motion carried. The committae appointed to study the budget 
from a salary standpoint agreed to meet at the National ^nk of Athens on 
Tuesday morning. Dog ember 13 at 10 o'clock. 

Mrs. endenhall moved that a Christmas supplement be given to the staff, 
amounts to be as follows: $25.00 for full-time employees and $15.00 to part-time 
employees. The amount to be given to the hourly workers would be determined 
by the Chairman and the Director. Motion was seconded by Mr. Milner. Motion 
was car” led. 

Miss i-iaret reported that if ^on.e bock shelves could be built in the back 
room of the Dunbar Branch library, that s number of books shelved in the main 
library could be transfer*! there and thus relieve to some extent the crowded 
conditions in tne maihu library, Mr, Wilson said he would ask the County 
Commissioners to build these shelves,
